ZIONISM AND ANTI-SEMITISM. 


Sin, Professor Gottheil’s report in your issue of August 2nd is decidedly 
misleading. There is no change of heart on the Zionistie question whieh 
hus come over the Central Conference of American Rabbis. It is perhaps 
significant that even in the statement of facts Professor Gottheil has made 
a mistake. The phrase ** Washington is our Zion and America is our 
Palestine,” was not framed by the Central Conference of American Rabbis, 
when at the Convention of Montreal in 1897 it adopted a platform condemning 
Zionisin., This phrase was adopted by the Union of American Congregations 
in convention assembled in Richmond, Va., in December, 1898. For the 
sake of historical interest I may be permitted to add that it had been used 
hy the late Rabbi Isaac M. Wise, at the fiftieth anniversary of his congre- 
gation, February 28th, 1892, and that as early as 1841, the Rev. G. Posnansky, 
then Minister of the first) American Reform Congregation at Charleston, 
South Carolina, used these words at the dedication of his synagogue. 

but, to come to the Rabbinical Convention of Philadelphia. President 
Silverman suggested in his message that the Conference assist in the coloni- 
sation of Palestine by co-operation with the Zionistie societies. The Com- 
mittee to whom this report was handed over contained only one Zionistic 
member, the friend and former disciple of Professor Gottheil, the Rev. Dr. 
S. S. Wise, of Portland, Oregon, but even he felt like the other members, 


that for the present, as long as Baron Edmond Rothschild was backing the 
colonists, it was not money, but workers that were required, and so in 
order to adopt a wording which would not offend anybody, the Committec 
proposed to move that no action be taken on this suggestion of the President.

Some of 
the gentlemen interested in this immigration question may be sincere in 
this argument. But when we remeniber the language held by some of 
their colleagues towards the Jew qua Jew, we are reminded of the famous 
old couplet he It Was all very well to clissemble your love, 
But why did you kick me down stairs? °° As to the second of these reasons, 
Wwe are inclined, as our readers know, to regard it as important, not because 
Kast End overcrowding is an isolated phenomenon or because if the Jews 
left the district in a body to-morrow the overerowding would not become 
as serious as ever, but because it is undesirable that the Jews should 
be even the partial cause of a great pubife grievance, and because 
decentralisation is in itself an undoubted neeessity for us. The Committee, 
in support of its attitude, quotes figures as to the number of aliens not 
en route to other countries. But it omits to notice the decided decline in 
the number of aliens arriving during the month of July, and, what is much 
more serious, does not give proper importanee to the fact that the ** not 
en route’’ figures are conclusively proved to over-state the case grossly. 
Moreover, not all * aliens’ 


who come here are Jews, any more than it is a fact 
that even those who are admittedly not en route will not leave the country

This wonderful spirit is active in the Ghetto of New York, be its mani- 
festation in the school room of the children, in the evening classes for adults, 
or in the great lecture hall, where that splendid thinker and Jargon orator, 
the Rev. Mr. Masliansky, brings home the thoughts of the philosophers to 
his lowly but eager listeners. Everywhere one finds the loving and merciful 
Jews and Jewesses from the aristocratic ** West Side,’* lending their presence 
and encouraging every effort to idealise the real, if fate should not permit 
them to realise the ideal, 


The Edueational Alliance Building has hecome, therefore, the social 
centre of the East Side. It has a splendid litrary, a gymnasium, a roof- 
garden, open-air play-grounds, where one may see notable acrobitie feats, 
and where Jakie Cohen, the champion runner of the Ghetto, daily amazes 
the public by his leaps and runs. Connected with the Educational Alliance 
are a kindergarten, day schools and night schools, where the young are 
taught and prepared for entrance into the higher classes of the public 
schools. There is also a polytechnic institute, the students of 


which

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THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


'FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


BUCHAREST, 19TH AUGUST. 


New Measures. 


The Congress of Chambers of Commerce in Roumania has decided to 
petition the Government that it’ shall impose heavy taxes on Agents and 
Commissioners, who have caused the trade of the country to flourish again. 
The secret of this step is that the large majority of stall commission 
agents are Jews. By imposing heavy taxes on them, their number would 
be reduced to a minute proportion and many Jews would be left without 
occupations, 

The Chambers of Commerce have also asked that measures should be 
tuken against intermediaries who carry on operations without complying 
with the conditions laid down in the Law of Exchanges, i.¢., who are not 
If this Law 
were strictly enforced—it has in reality no validity for there are no Bourses 


Roumanian citizens and are not reeognised as intermediaries. 


in the country—thousands of Jews would be reduced to misery. Some 
of these intermediaries have already been summoned before the Bar of 
Justice for having contravened the Law, and have been either imprisoned 
or fined. A laudable exception has been made by the Chamber of Commerce 
at Botoschani, which has recognised that intermediaries who -have exercised 
their calling for a number of years cannot be allowed to starve, and has 
accordingly given them the necessary permits. 

The Chamber of Commerce at Bucharest wishes to renew the measures 
against the unfortunate hawkers, who, though reduced to a trifling number 
and engaged in trade in microscopic proportions, seem to disturb the tran- 
quility of the Cerberuses of the Chamber. The consequence of this step has 
heen the arrest of some poor half-starved fellows and the confiscation of 
their goods. It may be remarked that the Chambers of Commerce cover 
their desire to render a large number of Jews still more unfortunate by the 
pretext that they are anXtous to protect the wholesale trade from dishonest 
competition. Another measure taken by the Chambers of Commerce is 
directed against the buyers of cereals tn villages, chiefly with the ohjeet o! 
hindering the operations of travellers with full powers, whose mission closes 
approaches that of intermediaries. ) 

besides these economic measures new taxes are to be levied on those who 
frequent the various publie educational: institutions. For the Universities 
and -Lyceums there are two kinds of taxes: Newly “created taxes in general, 
and special taxes for ** foreigners,’’ which, of course, means the native 
Jews, At the Conservatoires of Music and Elocution it has been decided to 
double the taxes on foreigners. 

The Bar in Bucharest has obtained a decision that persons who carry on 
notarial operations shall no longer have aecess to the Courts of Justice—a 
measure which is not based on any law, seeing that while the law forbids any- 
one Who is not a citizen from exercising the profession of barrister, it) does 
not limit the right of performing notarial acts, 

The organs of the Liberal party which is now in power have commenced 
a press campaign against the Jews. In accord with the organ of the Conser- 
vative fraction (that of M,. Carp), they are agitating that Jews shall be 
forbidden to write on polit heal subjects. In one word, they Want i 
constitutional right to be restrieted, in order to be able to strike at a few 
Jews, 


The General Situation. 


Commerce and manufactures are languishing in all directions. At Jassy, 
Galatz, Botoschani and Bucharest there are thousands of Jews who are at the 
point of starvation, and even those who have employment are scarcely able to 
make both ends meet; a great disaster will oceur in the wintereunless the 
majority of these unfortunate people are removed from the country, and 
assistance, in the first instance in the form of loans, is not given to those who 
remain, 

The Apararea Natzionalu, organ of the Anti-Semitie Allianee, declares 
that Jews will not much longer be allowed to-carry on industry and commerce; 
and, consequentiy, demands that facilities shall be given to emigrate by the 
issue Of passports readily. This has, in facet, been done for some time past. 

Ata meeting of the Communal Council of Bucharest, emphasis was laid 
on the duty of giving preference to Roumanian workmen, i.e., Christians. 
The eontinued agitation of the artisans has the same object in view. At 
Galatz the Prefecture has announced that employment will be exclusively 
given to Christian artisans. The same advice is being generally given to 
large industrialists; they are actually being asked to dismiss their Jewish 
hook-keepers, although Christian book-keepers, even when they are to be 
found, are not disposed to work long hours and for small salaries. They are 
wdvised to give the preference henceforth to. persons holding diplomas of 
Public Commercial Sehools, at which the number of Jews is diminishing 
daily, owing to the limited number admitted, 

In addition to all this, all kinds of chicanery are being practised in 
economic directions. I may mention a typical case at Bacau, where the 
Senator Radu Parumbaru is desirous of getting the entire trade in bread 
and fish into his own. hands, and, besides the legal steps taken by him, 
commits acts of violence in order to effect his object. The tendency of 
Roumanian anti-Semitism may be gathered from the following declarations 
inthe Vocea Tutovei, another official organ of the anti-Semitie Alliance - 
“The legal procedure is powerless in the pressure of the great power of 
the Jews, and it must be admitted that the time has arrived when we 
must have recourse to extra-legal and violent means for carrying on the 


struggle against the Jews.’’ In another issue the same paper says: ‘ Let | 
the Jews understand that they can no longer lead an agreeable existence | 


in our midst, and that they must seek it clsewhere, for a very hitter life 
awaits them in our eountry.”’

Excesses Against the Jews. 


Last month a number of Jews in Dranceni, a small town founded by 
Jews, were brutally belaboured by farm labourers because they demanded 
the restoration of cattle which had been taken from them in payment of 
illegal taxes imposed by the farmers. Two Jews were killed and several 
others were seriously injured. Some farmers have been arrested. 

In the Commune of Scurta (Provinee of Putim) a peasant, Janeu Negru, 
has murdered the keeper, Leiba Gutmann, because the latter seized a beast 
whieh had done some injury to his employer's pasturage. 

In the First Regiment of Engineers the Jewish soldier Herscheoviet has 


heen killed by a sergeant and a corporal, 


Miscellaneous. 

The King has just conferred the grade of Chevalier of the Order of the 
Star of Roumania on Dr. Beck, Rabbi-Preacher at the Choral Temple in 
sucharest,. 

Dr. Cociu, a distinguished doctor and philanthropist, who as Sargeon- 
Lieutenant took part in the Franeo-German War of 1870-71, and the Russo- 
Turkish War of 1877-78, in charge of the Ambulance founded by Jews, and 
who possessed numerous Roumanian and foreign orders, has died in Bucharest 
after long suffering. 

The examinations at the Jewish Schools in Roumania have everywhere 
given exeellent: results. They have onee more proved the aspiration of 
the Jew towards culture. 


The Emperor of Abyssinia and the Christian 
Missionary. 


A Stockholm paper is responsible for the following fuller edition of a 
story already published. 

A missionary belonging to the Church of Sweden cast longing eves on 
the Falashas, the sect of Jewish origin in Abyssinia, whom M. Joseph 
Halevy visited some thirty-five vears ago, and to whom the Alliance 
Israclite Universelle intended to send another emissdry some two years ago, 
a project which was however abandoned. The missionary had searcely set 
foot in the Empire of Menelek when the Governor of the Province had him 
arrested as a Slispect, This functionary had seen people of Knglish, Freneh, 
Russian, Italian and Swiss nationality, bat he had never heard of Sweden. 
Without any inquiry he sent the stranger to the Court of Menelek where he 
imagined-that a better knowledge of geography existed. After two days’ 
detention, the missionary was brought before the Emperor, who, as is known, 
is a Christian. The following conversation ensued : 

Stranger, from what eountry dost thou come ? 

From Seandinavisa. 

With what object hast thou come to my Empire ? 

To lead the Abyssinian Jews to Christ. 

What countries didst thou visit before coming here ? 

Germany, Egypt and the Soudan, 

Didst thou not find any Jews to convert in Germany ? 

The missionary had to acknowledge that this did not enter into his 
programme. Then the Emperor continued: 

And in Egypt and the Soudan didst thou not find any Jews or heathens to 
convert ? 

The missionary gave a similar reply. 

So, resumed Menelek, thou has left the Jews and Pagans of all countries * 
in order to come here and evangelise the Jews in Abyssinia ? 

Then turning to his military household, the Emperor said: Let this 
stranger be conducted over my frontiers so that he may convert the Jews 
and heathens in the countries whence he came.
